CHICAGO, Nov. 6.—(#)—General 
Hugh 8S. Johnson said today that “the 
biggest imitation dead cat” thrown so 
far by objectors to the NRA is the 
one about the freedom of the press. 

The government has no intention of 
attempting to censor or control the 
newspapers he said ang could not do 
so even if it wanted to. 

He represented President Roosevelt, 
himself, and all the administration as 
being receptive to fair criticism, but 
declared. that some newspapers have 
lent themselves to ‘‘witch doctor danc- 
ing” and “inciting the jitters with 
headlines.” die 

Johnson spoke before an audience 
of businessmen, industrialists and fi- 
nanciers. 

The NRA chief said the alleged un- 
constitutionality of the recevery act 
was as great a hobgoblin as that of 

“the freedom of the press. He said the 
NRA had put 4,000,000 hopeless and 
destitute people back to work and 
a the wages’ of millions of others 
above a bare sustenance level.

Declaring it also had wiped out 
the sweatshop and child labor, he 
asked: “Does anyone believe ‘that a 
revolting ancestry ever expected that, 
in writing the constitution, they in-

FORD LAYOFF PLAN 
GOES INTO EFFECT 


TO MEET NRARULE

‘Auto Magnate Orders 


Time Off to Bring Em- 
ployes From 40-Hour 
to 35-Hour Week. 


DETROIT, Nov: 6.—4)—Henry 
Ford’s “layoff plan” to bring average 
Ford working hours within the NRA 
auto code went into effect today in 
the huge River Rouge motor plant, 
and with it came indications that the 
Ford-NRA controversy has moved 
into another phase of silence. F 

Half of the employes in the Rouge 
plant, upon orders of their depart- 
ment managers, stayed away from ma- 
chines and assembly lines today, and 
will remain away for seven days 
while working hours are brought from 
40 a week to the 35-hour’ weekly 
average set by the code, 

Then, employes who now are at 
work will be ordered home for a sim- 
ilar period, “5 

Each employe will have only one 
layoff period. He will receive no pay 
for the seven days he does not work. 

Company officials said that the 
Ford pay scale for some time has 
been “substantially higher” than the 
average specified in the auto code, 
and that the layoff without pay will 
leave the workers with an average 
hour earning well above the code rate. 

Ford officials, in contrast to their 
recent open criticism of Hugh 5S. 
Johnson, recovery administrator, had 
no reply to make today to Johnson's 
offer to “consider an exception” if 
Henry Ford wished to keep his men 
at work under 40-hour week schedules. 
At the Ford offices comment was to 
the effect that “the best service Henry 
Ford can offer at this time is to re- 
main silent.” 
said one official. ‘Let Johnson do 
the talking.” 

Indications pointed to a resump- 
tion of silence by the Ford company. 
while they await official comment on 
submission of wage and hour sched-

FOR JAP INVASION, 
RED PREMIER SAYS 


Will Annihilate Attackers 
to Glory of Soviet, He 
Declares; Japan Warns 
of Border Guard. 


MOSCOW, Nov. 6.—(UP)—The 
soviet union is fully prepared for “‘the 
possibility of an unexpected attack” 
by Japan, Premier Viacheslav Molotov 
declared during a vigorous address to- 
night in connection with the nation- 
wide celebration of the 16th anniver- 
sary of the bolshevik revolution. 

Premier Molotov, before discussing 
the far eastern situation, warmly wel- 
comed President Roosevelt’s initiative 
in starting recognition negotiations in 
Washington. i 

“The significance of that move,” 
Molotov said, “is far wider than mere- 
ly soviet-American relations, They 
affect the entire world.” : 

Speaking before a tense audience in 
the spacious old czarist opera house 
in Moscow, Premier Molotov declared 


clear and simple—the complete de- 
struction of the enemy and a complete 
victory for the red army,” 

Josef Stalin, Russia’s “strong 
man ;” President Michael Kalinin and 
other leaders, seated on the opera 
stage, joined in the thunderous ap- 
plause and cheers which greeted the 
premier’s statement. 

Molotov emphasized alleged declara- 
tions by Japanese military leaders 
that war without a declaration of war 
was preferable in Asia, and asserted 
that therefore the soviet union was 
prepared, i

from Vladivostok and. vi Wy report- 
ing flights of Japanese planes over 
soviet territory in eastern Siberia gave 
Molotov’s declaration an ominous 
character, observers agreed.

The suggested reductions, it was 
said, would follow the example of the 
American plan to end naval concen- 
tration in the Pacific ocean in 1934.

Farm Strike Violence 


Middle Western Governors Plan Appeal to 
Congress To Enact Price-Fixing Legisla- 
tion To Aid Farmers. 


By the Associated Press. 
While violence in the midwestern 
farm strike area Morday brought ap- 


peals for troops to halt the alleged 
depredations of the pickets along Iowa 
roads, governors of corn belt states 
prepared to carry their price-fixing 
appeals over the head of President 
Roosevelt directly to congress. 

When it meets in January, Gover- 
nor Floyd B. Olson, of Minnesota, said 
midwestern governors would launch 
a fight for governmental price-fixing 
and marketing control, the requests 
the governors unsuccessfully put be- 
fore President Roosevelt last week. 

Meanwhile a movement for an em- 
bargo on foreign food stuffs drew 4 
new recruit in the person of Gov- 
ernor Charles W. Bryan, of Nebraska. 
The embargo was proposed by Gov- 
ernor William Langer, of North Da-

kota, who claimed in a speech before 
Lincoln (Neb.) businessmen, that 10 
midwestern governors would sup- 
port “it. 

Storm zone of the farm strike was 
Iowa, where. with the farmers’ dis- 
content running high, officials of 
Sioux City asked that troops be as- 
signed to the region. Guards were 
thrown around the courthouse at Le 
Mars, scene of an uprising last spring, 
and officials were probing the burn- 
ing of a bridge at James, in Plymouth 
county, to see if there were a connec- 
tion with the strike. 

Washington officials steamed 
straight ahead on the farm relief pro- 
gram. Two processing taxes—on corn 
and hogs—went into effect to raise 
funds for the farmers, and it was esti- 
mated 25,000,000 of the country’s 32,- 
000,000 farm population had been giv- 


pen some sort of benefits. In Kansas 
City, Dr. A. G. Black “sold” the pro- 
gram to farm organization leaders, and 
it was announced another relief effort, 
the credit machinery, wpuld be in 
force by January 1. 

Coincidentally, pickets at Wahoo, 
Neb., stopped trucks bound for mar- 
ket, and Sioux City produce dealers re- 
ceived only six truckloads from their 
farm customers. At Des Moines. 
Milo Reno, strike general, declared 
“We have only one course—to strike 
with all the power we possess.” 

Johnson spoke today in Chicago, 
‘and Wallace has already begun prep- 
aration of the address bearing direct- 
ly on the farm situation which he 
will make at Des Moines Saturday. 
In it. he may explain in detail why 
the administration turned down the 
lan for farm aid submitted Saturday 
y the five midwest governors. 

Some administration officials be- 
lieve, if feeling in the midwest can 
be mollified for the time being, rerov- 
ery forces now moving will soon as- 
suage some of the bitterness in the 
tall corn sections. 

For this reason the tours by John- 
son and Wallace were looked upon as 
efforts to soothe agriculture’s eco- 
nomic pain pending the expected im- 
provement.

Russo-American relations. 

President Roosevelt conferred at 
length with the aids chosen to advise 
him in negotiations with the soviet 
commissar of foreign affairs—Secre- 
tary Hull, Undersecretary Phillips, 
Henry Morgenthau Jr., governor of 
the farm credit administration, and 
William C, Bullit, special assistant 
to Hull. 

This meeting and other last-hour 
developments on the eve of Litvinoff's 
arrival stressed two important fac- 
tors: 

President Roosevelt will deal per- 
sonally with. Litvinoff. 


Little Delay. 


The Roosevelt-Litvineff conversa- 
tions will proceed with a minimum of 
preliminary delay from’ the time of 
their first meeting tomorrow after- 
noon. 

From this program, skilled observ- 
ers concluded first, that Mr. Roose- 
velt and Litvinoff would reach a 
speedy understanding and _ second, 
that this understanding would be of 
a general nature, revolving about the 
possibility of taking steps toward 
recognition. 

Should these forecasts prove accu- 
rate, such issues as the $187,000,000 
loan. to the short-lived Kerensky goy- 
ernment; $80,000,000 in private ad- 
vances to the old ezarist regime, and 
claims for confiscated property o 
United States nationals could be 
thrust into the background except as 
general formulae might be _ reached 
for their future consideration. 

Into the same category would be 
placed any soviet claims against this 
government, such as those which 
might be founded on the expeditions 
of armed American forces into Arch- 
angel and Siberia after the bolshevist 
government came into power. 

Propaganda. 

But the opinion was general in of- 
ficial quarters that the question of 
communist propaganda, which past 
administrations have held of prime 
importance in refusing recognition, 
would be explored by the president 
and Litvinofef. 

If the soviet commissar pursued his 
usual course in this connection, he 
would promise that Russian nationals 
will be forbidden to propagandize in 
the United States. 

Such pledges, however, would be ex- 
pected to be mutual. In other words, 
the United States would be asked that 
its nationals should not spread anti- 
communist propaganda in Russia. 

Credits and commercial relations 
also were forecast for prominent 
places in the Roosevelt-Litvinoff 
talks. 

Special precautions meanwhile were 
taken by the government for Lit- 
vinoff’s reception in New York and 
Washington and for his protection 
during his stay in the capital. From 
quarantine in New York’s harbor, 
Litvinoff will be taken directly to a 
Jersey City dock, where a special car 
will speed him to Washington.

HERE ARE DEFINITIONS, 
PRONUNCIATIONS NEEDED 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 6.—(UP)— 
Here are a few definitions and pro- 
nunciations which may pose questions 
for readers during the Roosevelt- 
Litvinov conversations here. 

Maxim Maximovich Litvinov—Pro- 
nounced: ‘“Lit-vee-noff’” with the ac- 
cent on the middle syllable. 

Boris E. Skvirsky—Chief of the so- 
viet information bureau in the United 
States. His last name is pronounced: 
“Skvir-sky” with the accent evenly 
divided between the two syllables. 

Tsarist Regime—The imperial gov- 
ernment in Russia which ended with 
the overthrow of Tsar Nicholas. by 
revolution in April, 1917.

Tammany Hall’s grip on New York's 
municipal government—a grip that 
has held firm for 20 years—was in im- 
minent danger of being broken tonight 
as the city’s voters prepared to ballot 
tomorrow to end the most bitterly- 
contested mayoralty fight in years. 

Major Fiorello H. LaGuardia, cocky 
little Italian-American who ran for 
mayor once before only to-be swept 
aside hy the vote-getting powers of 
James J. Walker, ruled as favorite to 
® as the cam- 
paign reached its whirlwind conclu- 
sion. 

Though the three major contending 
camps each made the customary pre- 
dictions of decisive victory, the race 
is expected to be close, with LaGuar- 
dia possibly having the edge. He is 
the candidate of the fusion party, or- 
ganized under the aegis of Samuel 
Seabury for the purpose of trying to 
blast Tammany out of city hall. 

“Bossism” Assailed. ; 

The fusion campaign has been di- 
rected vigorously against so-called 
“bossism,” against the 140-year-old in- 
stitution of Tammany Hall, and 
against the entire political philosophy 
of the Tammany society. 

Joseph V. McKee, 44, and most 
youthful of the major candidates, like- 
wise has promised an administration 
free from bossism. His campaign was 
apened weeks after Tammany and the

They viewed Pennsylvania. South

states. which have y voted for 
repeal and said there was little doubt 
that Ohio and North Carolina would 
do likewise. They were less certain 
about Utah but pointed to the fact 
that Senator A. D. Thomas was elect- 
ed on a repeal plank, and that Sen- 
ator King,:and former Governor Dern, | 
now secretary of war, were advocat- 
ing repeal. 

Hot fights have been waged in the 
Carolinas. In South Carolina, Sen- 
ator James Byrnes and Governor 
Blackwood followed a speech by Post- 
master General Farley with an in- 
dorsement of repeal. Senator E. D. 
Smith, while taking na part in the 
campaign, said as a voter he would 
be against repeal. 

In North Carolina, the anti-repeal

“When the current agitation came 
to a head some time ago power com- 
pany officials came to us,’ Mr, John- 
son said, “but refused to reduce the 
rate on power for street lighting, con- 
tending that the Georgia public serv- 
ice commission couldn’t do anything 
about it. 

“The company granted us a 10 per 
cent reduction in the rate we pay for 
current with which we pump water 
for community consumption, but on 
terms that made it no reduction at all. 
We were granted 10 per cent reduc- 
tion provided we paid the bills with- 
in a certain period of time, which was 
no relief, because, like all municipali- 
ties, we can pay only when the money 
is paid to us; which means that we 
run behind 30 to 60 days in paying 
virtually all our large municipal bills. 
“We told the power company we 
would have our city attorney look into 
the matter and appear before the pub- 
lie service commission the next time 
the commission went into the matter.” 
Four-W Probe Seen. 
Mr. Wilhoit said Monday that the 
commission hoped to complete the in- 
quiry in four weeks,.or less, adding 
that the board would depend on its 
own experts for its evidence. 
The commission has ordered the 
Georgia Power Company, the largest 
operating in the state, to produce 
property records on all electric com- 
panies it has acquired. The company 
also. has been requested to present 
figures showing the prices paid on 
these properties and also to furnish 
the board with a list of stockholders 
as of November l. 
Mr. Wilhoit said that the commis- 
sion would not go into street car fares 
at this time, taking up only the rates 
for domestic, commercial and indus- 
trial power, ’

day by Judge R. N. Hardeman, of 
Louisville, Ga., who ‘organized and 


‘charged the November-December grand 


jury, the first outside judge ever to 
charge a Fulton grand jury. 

“We are not here merely to throw 
someone in jail or send someone to the 
electric chair,” he charged the jury. 
“We must begin at the source of the 
stream of human conduct if. we are 
to free it from pollution. It cannot 
be done in spots. One of the sources 
of trouble is the indifference on the 
part of citizens toward their duty as 
citizens. I hold that the man who will 
not pay his taxes and register and 
vote and participate in the operation 
of our democratic government has no 
right to stand and ‘euss’ the govern- 
ment and bemean its agents after they 
are elected and are trying to dis- 
charge their duties the best they can.” 


Scores Closing of Schools. 

Stating that 95,000 Georgia chil- 
dren find school doors closed against 
them, Judge Hardeman said: 

“How long the people of Georgia 
will tolerate this condition I do not 
know. It is comforting to say that we 
are improving along that line.” 

The final chapter of the charge dealt 
with what the judge termed a violation 
of the ten commandments, referring 
to the modern tendency to commercial- 
ize Sunday. 

“It has never been the purpose or 
spirit of charity,” he charged, citing 
the opening of theaters on Sunday in 
Atlanta, “to permit a man to do what 


he pleases on the Sabbath, provided he 
give the proceeds to charity. It can- 
not be justified from any standpoint, 
and its practice cannot but have dis- 
astrous consequences. : 
Judge Hardeman expressed small 
concern about the depression, declar- 
ing that the nation can and will be re- 
stored to fortune. 
“Sin Destroys Community 
“Tt is not poverty that destroys a 
nation,” he said.. “Poverty has never 
destroyed a state or a nation; but sin, 
evil conduct and wrong-doing does de- 
stroy—it destroys the home, it destroys

LONDON, Nov. 6—(4)—Stanley 
Baldwin, lord president of the coun- 
cil, asserted during a rally today that 
the “ordinary constitution” has broken 
down. in the United States and that 
Americans are “practically under a 
dictatorship.” 

“It certainly would be interesting,” 
he declared, “to see what the back- 
wash of America or Germany will be 
in 12 or 18 months. Thank God we 
are not a hysterical nation. 


“The ordinary constitution has cer- 
tainly broken down in the United 
States, and they are practically under 
a dictatorship. Great Britain is the 
sole guardian of democracy.” 

He spoke at a luncheon at which 
Prime Minister Ramsay MacDonald 
and Foreign Secretary Sir John Si- 
mon also gave speeches on the achieve- 
ments of the national government, on 
the eve of the reopening of pariia- 
ment after a three-month recess. 


“The British national government 
today is the greatest steadying influ- 
ence in the world.” said Mr. Mac- 
Donald. 

The national government has saved 
Great Britain from a dictatorship, Sir 
John maintained. 

“Even in the United States the 
Americans in their time of trouble 
are putting their faith in a man, not 
an institution.” 

“When you get deep enthusiasm 
with many temperaments,” Mr. Bald- 
win asserted, “it is not wholly remov- 
ed from hysteria. _ 
ae have seen manifestations of that 
in countries which shall be nameless. 
It is generated by the thought that 
if all pull together they can put things 
right in five minutes, 

“The causes of the world’s troubles 
are too deep-seated for that. 

_“There are people who trust to get 
rich quick or want a dictatorship. 1 
believe that such a form of govern- 
ment would be absolutely alien to the 
character of our people.” 

Great Britain, Sir John maintain- 
ed, “is one of the few ancient coun- 
fries in the world in which parlia- 
mentary institutions are actively op- 
erating with success.” 


DICTATOR OR NOT 
IS CAPITAL QUESTION 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 6.—(UP)— 
Stanley Baldwin’s comparison of the 
United States and German  govern- 
ments in a speech in London today 
brought into the open one of Wash- 
ington’s favorite after-dinner topics 


for argument—Is the Roosevelt ad- 
ministration @ dictatorship? 

Baldwin warned his nation to be- 
ware of dictatorships, and to watch 
for the backwash of those in Germany 
and America. Recovery Administra- 


tor Hugh 8S. Johnson, in a speech in 
Chicago today, not only denied that 
the Roosevelt administration was a 
dictatorship’ but went father to say: 

“The fact is that NRA itself is 
a democracy where industry and labor 
and consumers meet.” 

Dictator is a horrjd word, jarring 
upon the American sense of fitness, 
so the argument doesn’t get into print 
very often. But since Mr. Baldwin 
brought the matter up, it may be said, 
that the arguments nearly always end 
the.same way—with the verdict that 
it all. depends on your definition of 
“dictator.” 

Webster’s dictionary defines dicta- 
tor as “in Roman history, a magis- 
trate, in cases of emergency, appoint- 
ed. by the senate to six months (at 
most) tenure of absolute authority; 
one exercising similar authority in 
later times, especially in a republic.” 

The congress of the United States 
came pretty close to giving Mr. Roose- 
velt absolute economic power. for a 
specific period—the duration of the 
emergency, 

The president’s authority to govern 
industries under codes is almost un- 
limited—he can change codes by ex- 
ecutive order at will. Through the 
Commodity Credit Corporation he can 
virtually peg farm.prices and ¢an buy, 
sell or otherwise deal in any commod- 
ity. Through the tariff provisions of 
the recovery act he can put an em- 
bargo on importation of almost any 
product <a with an American 
product. Through gold control he has 
the legal power, to try to regulate 
price levels, though some economists 
doubt if the power can be exercised. 
He has the right to inflate the cur- 
rency or devaluate the dollar. 

But he has not the power to restrict 
criticism, oral or written; and in one 
other essential point his position dif- 
fers completely from that of a die- 
tator. 

By popular conception the idea of a 
dictator suggests seizure of power 
through other means than by fair elec- 
tion. There is the aspect of main- 
tenance of power through dissolution 
of parliament or reichstag or congress 
or whatever the governing body may 
be. Or through arbitrary restriction 
of the governing y's powers or 
through election of a new governing 
body under circumstances denying op- 
positionists a free vote. 

Mr. Roosevelt can hold his powers 
only so long as congress is not in 
session, or, being in session, continues 
‘to give him support. A _ two-thirds 
vote in senate and house could strip 
him of all his emergency authority. 

The administration feels that the 
exercise of powers duly delegated by 
congress 


cannot fairly be termed dictatorship.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 6.-—(?)— 
The six states voting on repeal to- 
morrow will record the decision of 
one-fifth of the nation’s population. 

These states—Pennsylvania, Ohio, 
North Carolina, South Carolina, Ken- 
tucky and Utah—contain 24,976,000 
out of the country’s 125,000,000 in- 
habitants. 

When these six have voted, the ex- 
pression of 39 states comprising 101,- 
685,000 people, or almost 88 per cent 
of the country’s total population, will 
have been. recorded. In the 33 states 
which have already voted, 15,064,847 
ballots have been cast in the repeal 
battle. Those for repeal numbered 
11,329,190; those against 3,735,657. 

The votes of the six additional 
states probably will increase the total 
to almost 19,000,000. The total vote 
for president in the same 39 states 
two years ago was 36,375,243 out of 
the 39,734,351 cast in the whole. coun- 
try.

A great rally was 
held the other day in London, which 
necessitated two overflow meetings. 
Speakers from ‘several countries—

Several speakers referred to the move- 
ment as a spiritual awakening, - It 
taught people to live happily togeth- 
er.

“When you have heard what Christ 
has done for individuals, classes and 
races, can you imagine what it would 
mean for the world if the same spirit 
of Christ were to be introduced into 
the international councils of men?” 

The United States, he said, had all 
the factors, material and mentaf, for 
a happy and prosperous civilization, 
but she was in worse trouble than 
ever before in her lifetime. The spir- 
itnal factor was lacking. If people 
would surrender themselves to Christ 
with all they possessed, then with 
wealth, brainpower and knowledge to 
be used as His instruments the world 
could be reconstructed. 

All this is eminently important, and 
I have watched the Oxford group 
movement carefully since its incep- 
tion in 1928. I am a little partial to 
Oxford, for thence came the Oxford 
or Tractarian movement under New- 
man and another great religious re- 
vival headed by the Wesleys. But a 
religious revival is not an economic 
revival. It is well to dwell together 
in unity. And good intentions are ex- 
cellent, but to mean good is no sub- 
stitute for to do good. And to do good 
in our time means to show the way 
in which we can readjust society to 
the new needs without violence.

Many. cases of gall-bladder trouble, 
with or without gallstones, present 
complications which demand surgical) 
relief pronto. Some cases, with or 


without gallstones, present no trouble- | * 


some symptoms for years or perhaps 
ever. Between these two groups is 
another group of cases of chronic in- 
flammation of the gall-bladder which 
may be successfully treated without 
operation, 

In a recent contribution to Ameri- 
can Medicine an Iowa physician, Dr. 
B. L. Knight, of Cedar Rapids, offers 
some practical observations on gall- 
bladder trouble. So far as the diet 
is concerned Dr. Knight is a butter 
and egg man—although a fat free diet 
is usually advised in the more acute 
or severe case of gall-sac trouble, the 
feeding of butter, egg yolk and other 
fats is actually beneficial in the more 


ae chronic or milder cases, particularly | 


in the periods between attacks. You 
see, the fats in foods cause contrac- 
tion of the gall-bladder, emptying and 
draining it. This might be soleil in 
the presence of acute inflammation, 
but is not painful, and is rather bene- 

Years ago “non-surgical- biliary 
used in the conservative treatment of 
chronic cholecystitis. This involved 
the use of the duodenal tube—a re- 
fined but somewhat extended stomach 
tube—through which the medication 
was injected into the duodenum and 
the bile specimen was withdrawn for 
examination. 

_ Such drainage is accomplished prac- 
tically as well in the simpler way de- 
scribed by Dr, Knight: 

The patient must go without 

food or water for four hours be- 
fore starting treatment. Then he 
must lie on the right side and 
must not arise for any purpose 
within two hours. He receives ev- 
ery 15 minutes a tablespoonful of 
the medicine. No other liquids are 
allowed during the treatment, which 
comprises from four to six of these 
quarter-hourly doses by mouth. One- 
half hour after the last dose of med- 
icine the patient must take a slice 
. heavily buttered toast or yolk 
0 g. 
Dr. Knight thinks the medicine (de- 
scribed below) merely removes edema 
or boggy swelling from the bile tract, 
after which some fat (butter or egg 
yolk) is necessary to stimulate con- 
traction of the gall-bladder and expul- 
sion of its contents into the duodenum 
(intestine)—in other words, bile 
drainage. He believes the duodenal 
tube itself may produce the contrac- 
tions of the gall-bladder when the tube 
is introduced in the ordinary method 
of biliary drainage. 

The results of this simpler method 
of biliary drainage are judged by the 
relief of distress and by the dark 
green or black dejecta, obviously from 
the flow of bile. The drainage favors 
the passage of smal! gallstones when 
these are present. When the drainage 
causes pain or fails to give relief, it 
is time te consider surgical inter- 
vention.

be hastened by increasing the nation’s supply of money, 
That the quantity Pm money in existence does affect the times is 


easily demonstrated. 
What would happen if all nations should demonetize gold? All na- 
tional reserves and all paper based on gold would be worthless and the 


world would be pauperized. 


As loss of gold’s value would make the world poor, so any increase 
of gold would make it richer. This was demonstrated when another 
period of depression was ended by the discovery of new gold fields. 


If that is true—if it is poss ! 
the supply of money—why not make ourselves rich by the simple proc- 


ess of engraving a few billion paper dollars? 
| Because people are not so easily fooled. You can’t make them be- 
‘lieve a worthless check is good merely by affixing a label that reads: 
‘This is a good check.” . 

When they demand more money, they mean sound money. 

All experience has shown that the printing of fiat money makes times 
bad instead of good. The public soon loses faith in it. And no money 


is good unless people believesit is good. 
How, then, can the government increase the supply of sound and 


acceptable money? ; : 
Well, you probably have in your possession a few half dollars, quar- 


ters and dimes. Isn’t it good money? ° 
For ages the world has considered silver only one degree less precious 


than gold. More than a billion of the world’s people still prefer silver 


money. 
If other nations refuse to monetize silver—say in the ratio of 10 to 1 


or 20 to 1—-why’ should America follow their example? 
Making silver “as good as gold” might enrich China and Mexico and 
India, but would America suffer any ill effect if foreign lands were sud- 
denly enabled to buy a few billion dollars’ worth of her goods? 
If we need more money and people distrust paper and have faith

stop badgering the banks. 
nothing to be gained’ by high govern- 
ment officials. and administrators gf 
the NRA making lengthy speeches and 
giving out interviews on the slowness 
of banks in extending credit. Recov- 
ery is bouhd to be a slow process, and 
it is not to be hastened by denouncing 
any great class or group of individ- 
uals Or institutions. This is merely 
the familiar device of drawing a red 
herring across the trail, of finding a 
scapegoat. It is an old custom, but 
none the less foolish, futile and harm- 
ful for all that. 

Public officials are almost invarit- 
bly in haste to have their programs, 
their plans’ and projects realized, 
whether they are NRA or something 
else. For well-known reasons, they 
like to give the impression that the 
objectives of their plans would be im- 
mediately attained if it were not for 
the stubborness and dumb-headedness, 
if not the actual cussedness, of this 
or that class or group: Whereas the 
facts are that in the very nature of 
things these objectives cannot be real- 
ized quickly and the loud outcry mere- 
ly conceals the sober realities of the 
situation. 

The banking system of this country 
has many defects, and some hankers 
have given a bad account of them- 
selves. But all this has been pointed 
out again and again, and nothing is,to 
be gained by continual loud outcries 
from high quarters yoo what 
is probably not one of the real faults 
of the bankers at all—namely, their 
unwillingness to make certain kinds 
of loans. The great purpose now 
should be increased confidence, and no 
kind of confidence is more necessary 
than that of the public in its banks. 

As for the charge that the banks 
will not extend credit, the first and 
obvious reply is that the banks them- 
selves are made up of the very bone 
and sinew of the industrial, commer- 
cial and agricultural interests of the 
country. Bank directors, and, to a 
large extent, bank officers, are drawn 
from the business and farming popu- 
lation. If they do not feel at any 
given moment that it is wise to make 
a particular loan, it is more than 
probable that there are sound reasons 
for not making it. 

During the period of depression, 
the supply of good commercial paper 
dwindled away. Manufacturers, job- 
bers and retailers maintained large 
reserves in the form of cash and gov- 
ernment bonds. They were not will- 
ing to borrow money to carry heavy 
stocks of merchandise which were 
steadily declining in value, while at 
the same time consumer purchasing 
power was at a very low ebb, To 
blame the banks for this condition is 
merely one of the pathological symp- 
toms that go with such times. 

Naturally, the banks have learned 
in the last few years to be cautious 
in making long-term loans upon rea 
estate and for capital purposes. Such 
needs should not be satisfied at bahks 
at all, but at mortgage, discount and 
other types of investment institutions, 
as in France and Canada. Our banks 
have learned this basic truth of late, 
not through theory or textbooks, but 
from the fear inspired in them by 
their own depositors. They must pro- 
tect these depositors, and to criti- 
cize them for doing so is not only ig- 
norant but positively mischievous. 

There is no real evidence that 
banks refuse to extend sound loans 
tNat can be collected within a-reason- 
able time. Only in this way can a 
bank make expenses or profits, or 
have any standing in its own com- 
munity. Nor need there be any doubt 
that bank credit will gradually ex- 
pand as manufacturers, jobbers and 
retailers find the need for it. With 
normal improvement in employment, 
with a better balance between pro- 
duction and consumption, there is cer- 
tain to be not only more bank-lending 
but larger bank deposits. To heap

“Mhe 1933 acreage was decreased 
from the 1932 figure in both the Vir- 
ginia-North Carolina and southeast- 
ern sections, but was practically the 
same as the 1932 acreage in the south- 
western states.”

NEW YORK, Nov. 6.—Bank clear- 
ings again made a somewhat better 
showing than last year. The total for 
last week at all leading cities in the

The prospective increase in world 
supply was attributed to an increase 
in toreign cotton, both by larger pro- 
duction and by-larger carry-over, de- 
spite a 1933 American cotton crup 
considerably below world consump- 
tion and a reduced world carry-over 
. cotton at the season’s 
end. 3 

The department reported unusually 
heavy exports of American cotton to 
Japan so far this season, said to have 
been caused by a decision of Japanese 
cotton interests not to buy Indian 
cotion as a protest against the 75 
per cent tariff on non-British goods 
which went into effect there in June. 

In addition to increased exports of 
Americah cotton, consumption by do- 
mestic mills was at almdst record 
levels, with exports and consumption 
combined resulting in a larger d®ap- 
pearance of the American cotton than 
for any other similar period, the de- 
partment said. 

The world supply ,prediction was 
made on the basis of present indica- 
tions available to the department’s 
crop experts. 

In its cotton outlook for 1933-34 
the department said that without the 
cotton adjustment program the d& 
mestic crop probably would have been 
the second largest in history and far 
in excess of world consumption of 
American cotton this year. 

It was explained that the increased 
production in many foreign countries 
this year represented in most cases 
a return to more normal production 
after one or two years of reduced 
crops. 

A total of 40,800,000 acres planted 
to cotton in the United States in 1933 
represented an increase of 11.6 per 
cent over the acreage of the previous 
year, hut the removal of about 10.- 
400,001) acres by the agricultural ad- 
justment administration left an in- 
dicated area for harvest 16 per cent 
less than that of 1932, and the small- 
est since 1921. The departffient said 
that withont the 1934 adjustment pro- 
gram, the improved return from cot- 
ton, continued abundant supplies of 
labor and other factors probably 
would lead to further increases in 
acreage planted. 

The adjustment program calls for 
‘an area in 1934 of only 25,000,000 
acres, which, with- yields equal to the 
average for the last 10 years, would 
give a crop of around 8,800,000 bajes, 
compared with the October estimate 
of 12,900,000 bales for the 1933 crop. 

If employment and pay rolls in 

other industries should, improve still 
further and if prices of cotton goods 
are not increased over the prevailing 
levels, the department predicted cot- 
fon consumption in 1933-34 again 
would increase, 
_ In Europe, cotton consumption dur- 
ing the past three months was con- 
siderably above that of a year ago. 
This indicated the 1933-34 consump- 
tiov in Europe may equal or possi- 
bly somewhat exceed that of 1932-33, 
it was said.

The department reported that dur- 
ing the first two months of this sea- 
son total exports of American cotton 
were the largest for any like period 
in the history of domestic exports. 

Present indications, the summary 
said, are that because of increased for- 
eign production and a larger carry- 
over of foreign cotton the world sup- 
ply in 1933-34 will be “somewhat larg- 
er” than in either of the two preced- 
ing seasons despite the reduction of 
approximately 1,500,000 bales in the 
American supply. 

September exports of American cot- 
ton totaled 869,000 running bales, or 
18 per cent more than in September 
last year and 56 per cent more than 
in 1931. For the two months ended 
September 30, total exports from the 
United States were 1,400,000 bales— 
214,000, or 10-per cent, larger than 
in the corresponding period of last 
season. and the largest fog the corre- 
sponding period in the history of the 
export trade. 

September cotton mill consumption 
in the United States amounted to 499,- 


000 running bales, approximately 90,- | 


000 bales, or 15 per .cent. less than 
in August and 28 per cent below the 
June peak, but the largest for the 
month of September since 1929. 


SMALLER TOBACCO CROP 
FOR 1932 STRESSED BY JU. 8. 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 6—(#)— 
Despite an increase in tobacco con- 
sumption, the agriculture department’s 
annual “outlook” said today a small- 
er crop in 1934 is necessary to main- 
tain a satisfactory price. 

The report said flue-cured tobacco, 
grown chiefly in the Carolinas, Vir- 
ginia and Georgia, is the only type the 
local supply of which “is only slight- 
ly above normal.” 

It described the supplies of Burley 
and cigar types as “particularly bur- 
densome” and listed those of Mary- 
land, fire-cured and dark air-cured 
types as “materially above normal.” 

“The estimated 1933 crop of flue- 
cured,” the report said, “is about 20 
per cent larger than the probable con- 
sumption but because of last year’s 
reduction of domestic and foreign car- 
ry-over the total supply is only slight- 
ly above normal.” 

The increased tobacco consumption 

was found to be coincident with the 
increase of pay rolls from May to Sep- 
tember. 
_. In comparison with 1932, cigarets 
increased per cent; large cigars, 
» per cent; manufactured tobacco, 4 
per cent, and snuff, 8 per cent.

Squeezing Out Grand 


Slams

Unquestionably, one effect of How- 
ell match-point play at bridge is to 
make its devotees ““notrump con- 
scious.” Many of them seek to find 


ways to play hands at notrump that 
are absolutely safe at a suit declara- 
tion, because of the slight increase in 
points which frequently § spells the 
difference between a _ top-score and 
merely an-average or worse-than- 
score. Those who play this form of 
the game must expect this develop- 
ment, illogical as it is, but I believe 
a player is carrying it too far to 
choose a contract in no-trump in pref- 
erence te one in a major suit when it 
reaches ‘the height of a Grand Slam, 
as almost any player who bids a 
Grand Slam and makes it, whether in 
a suit or notrump, is reasonably well 
assured of a good score in any event. 

This story, however, is of a hand 
played at a Grand Slam in notrump— 
a hand which brought to its player an 
opportunity for a squeeze to develop 
the thirteenth trick, which was avail- 
able without either squeeze or finesse 
if the hand had been played at its 
normal contract. of seven spades.

Major Charles A. Shepard, 62-year-old 
army surgeon convicted and sentenced 
to life imprisonment on a charge of 
murdering his wife, was in effect 
granted a new trial today by the su- 
preme court.

Legislation to limit the number of 
bales of cotton that can be sold from 
each farm will be introduced early in 
the sessions of congress convening in 
January, Senator John H. Bankhead, 


democrat, Alabama, told a mass meet- 
ing of farmers here today in discussing 
the cotton situation. 

The senator announced the plan in 
pointing out that the present surplus 
was 12,000.000 bales and would not be 
reduced this year, as the current crop 
exceeds the annual consumption of 
American cotton. 

“Farmers will hold probably 5,000,- 
000 bales under the loan plan,” said 
the senator. “They control. over 
2,000,000 bales under the option plan. 
In addition to an increased price they 
will get for a small crop, they will 
get the profit above 10 cents on the
